ROOTS OF THE HOOVER 
PROGRAM 


COMMISSIONERS OF BRISTOL TOWNSHIP INDUCTED INTO OFFICE 


Every American who is interested in the future of his 
country, every person who devoutly hopes for world 
peace, every parent with a child approaching draft age— 
all these ought to read and re-read the address made by 
former President Hoover last December 20. 
This speech is one of the major pronouncements on 
American foreign policy which has been made during the 
present generation. Time will add to its importance. It 
is so logical, so comprehensive and so fundamentally true 
that it simply cannot be ignored. Already it is conspicuous 
that those who think they oppose it find it necessary to 
misrepresent it before they can plausibly reply to it. 
Every church and every school, every college and every 
home, could do worse than make the text required reading. 
.Mr. Hoover made two fundamental observations 
about the position and the responsibilities of the Ameri­ 
can people— first, that it is “sheer folly” for us to consider 
doing over again what we tried in Korea— making a land 
invasion against the “Communist mass” of some 800,- 
000,000 persons; and second, that our primary task is to 
defend and “preserve for the world this Western Hemis­ 
phere Gibraltar of Western Civilization.” 
To do so, Mr. Hoover recommends that we stop try­ 
ing to buy foreign friendship with money; that we extend 
aid hereafter only to such foreign countries as have “the 
spiritual force, the will and the acceptance of unity” which 
are needed to stand up against Communist Russia; that we 
prepare to defend our own part of the world by fortifying 
“the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans with one frontier on Bri­ 
tain (if she wishes to cooperate) ; the other on Japan, For­ 
mosa and the Philippines.” 
Rather than engage in any more contests on a man 
to man basis, where we are outnumbered some five to one, 
the former President urges that we “arm our air and naval 
forces to the teeth”—preparing hereafter to fight with 
machines rather than with our sons. 
This philosophy has a familiar ring. Where did it 
originate? 
The answer gives one clue to the immense effect 
which the Hoover speech already has enjoyed. 
Back of the Hoover recommendations are the con­ 
cepts of the founding fathers of our country— men like 
George Washington, Alexander Hamilton, Thomas Jeffer­ 
son. James Monroe. 
These men gave our foreign policy a bent which dom­ 
inated it for a century and a half, during which our nation
